Many are now juat beeinuinK to real- 


ize tlie horrors of war. At I lie begin- 
ning of the trouble with Spain the 
roll of the drum aud the sound of the 
bugle and the eight of the boys in blue 
marching to the front all tended to 
create a patriotic sentiment in every 
hsurt and stimulated young men to en- 
list and older ones to wish they were 
younger. Mothers gave up their sons 
and wives gave up their husbands and 
maideua their sweethearts, all hoping 
that their loved ones would return 
crowned with glory, and watched them 
march away with a feeling of pride the 
character of which ia never experi- 
enced on an; other occasion, no matter 
what particular prominence may sur- 
round tho object of their affections. 
The coming home, however, is far dif- 
ferent. 
Broken in health, perhaps 


maimed or disfigured, the loved one re 
turns, and while he is received with 
hearts full of love, it is mingled with 
sorrow and the horrors of war begin to 
be realized. Some even do not have 
the satisfaction of again seeing those 
that murched to ttia front, but instead 
a heartless missive ia received, merely 
stntiug that so and so was killed on a 
certain date in battle, or diod of fever 
aud is buried in a foreign land. The 
pride and patriotism of comparatively 
a few weeks ago 13 changed to grief and 
when the reports of neglect and incom- 
petency are lidded, grief gives place to 
almost a hatred of those who were in a 
position to prevent much of the suffer- 
ing aud horror of the war. 


Charges are now being made of orim 


inal neglect of the sick in camp aud in 
the hospitals, insufficient aud a poor 
quality of supplies and in many cases 
absolute starvation, resulting insanity 
from lack of food and exposure. Such 
are the conditions that are now being 
reported fiom vauous sections and 
there is nothing tliat will so quickly 
dampen the patriotism of a people 
than to know that tho defenders of a 
country are allowed to suffer and die, 
with less consideration than is given 
to a hog. Those ia charge have given 
a poor lesson in patriotism aud should 
there be another cull for volunteers, 
men wonkl liesit.ito to answer tho call, 
not frcni foar of the enemy but from a 
fear of their own people who happened 
to be in power aud for the fear that 
the sufferings they might be compelled 
to endure at home would be far worse 
that the sword or bullets of the enemy, 


TUB assassination of the Empress ol 


Austria adds another cold-blooded 
murder 
to crankiem and anarchy. 


Walking on the street unaccompanied, 
save by a maid, having faith in her 
sabjscte, she is struck down by a mis- 
erable uur who imagined he had a 
grievance. It is unfortunate that this 
character of criminals cannot be dis- 
covered before they have nn oppor- 
tunity to carry out an act for which 
they are frequently excused on the 
plea of insanity. As a rule such brutes 
have a gentlemanly bearing which ad' 
mils them into groups and near people 
who would shun a poor wretch, hating 
a less respectable appearance, although 
the latter as a rule would be a harmless 
and decent person iu the point of gen- 
eral character. A maniac is excusable 
for his acts, for while suffering from 
some terrible hallucination be may be 
overcome with the impulse that he 
must murder, but these low down 
assassins study and plan and even con- 
sult iu secret with their own kind as to 
the best methods to adopt, even to tnu> 
end of making themselves notorious 
and carry out their devilish work in 
the smallest detail. Such people ore 
not Insane, but Honda and should be 
punished accordingly. They never ac- 
complish any good and they would 
never be missed. It is presumed, how- 
ever, that curs of this kind will turn 
up every once iu awhile as long as the 
world Jsits and Europe aud all civil- 
ized countries will, at certain periods, 
bs shocked by the dastardly work of 
the assassin.
